America’s  youth  must  bat- 
tle “the  active  minority” 
with  action  not  apathy,  de- 
clared Carolyne  Williams,  in 
her  Heber  J.  Grant  Oratori- 
cal Contest  winning  speech 
Tuesday. 

The  Freshman  speech  ma- 
jor from  North  Wales  en- 
titled her  address  “America 
Calls.” 

Finalists  Don  Belche,  a 
junior  from  Coraopolis,  Penn, 
and  Diane  Kimball,  a fresh- 
man from  Denver,  Colo.,  ad- 
dressed the  Devotional  As- 
sembly on  “Wolves”  and 
“The  Coffin  of  Mediocrity.” 

PRELIMINARIES 

Three  preliminary  rounds 
whittled  60  contestants  to 
the  three  finalists. 


Miss  Williams  told  the 
story  of  restaurateur  George 
Mardikian.  A penniless  Ar- 
menian immigrant  when  he 
arrived,  he  later  opened  a 
restaurant  during  the  de- 
pression because  he  felt  a 
need  to  show  the  American 
people  that  they  shouldn’t 
give  up.  His  creed  was  faith 
in  God,  in  self,  and  in  one’s 
country. 

In  speaking  with  a univer- 
sity president  about  dissent- 
ers on  his  campus,  Mr.  Mard- 
ikian was  told  that  the  dis- 
senters constituted  only  a 
small  minority  of  the  student 
body.  In  reply,  Mr.  Mardikian 
said  that  in  his  business  the 
minority  was  cockroaches, 
and  when  he  found  a 


cockroach  he  stepped  on  it. 

‘STEP  ON  COCKROCHES’ 

Miss  Williams’  speech  con- 
cluded with  encouragement 
to  the  youth  of  the  BYU 
campus  to  “step  on  the 
cockroach  of  apathy  with  the 
firm  foot  of  righteousness.” 
Though  the  dissenters  are  a 
minority,  they  are  active, 
and  to  fight  in  Satan’s  war 
against  wisdom,  the  majority 
must  become  active,  respond- 
ing enthusiastically  to  the 
citizenship  they  hold  in  their 
country  as  well  as  their 
church. 

President  Heber  J.  Grant’s 
granddaughter,  Irene  Lloyd, 
presented  the  award  to  Miss 
Williams.  Three  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Grant  family 
were  present. 


Under  the  direction  of  Mary 
Bee  Jensen,  the  Folkdancers  are 
the  only  American  group  ever  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  Euro- 
pean Internationl  Fo  1 k d a n c e 
Festival.

“We  toured  Europe  in  three 
of  the  last  four  years,”  said 
club  President  John  Larsen,  “and 
we’re  anticipating  another  invi- 
tation for  this  summer.” 

A veteran  of  last  summer’s 
11-week,  36-member  trip,  sopho- 
more Rusty  Probert  found  mix- 
ing with  the  native  Europeans 
helpful  to  her  understanding  of 
their  dances.  “They  were  really 
surprised  when  they  discovered 
we  knew  more  about  their  danc- 
ing than  they  knew  about  ours,” 
she  laughed. 

The  group  will  include  dances 
from  Poland,  Hungray,  t h e 
Ukraine,  Russia,  Scotland,  and 
the  U.S.  The  gala  finale  will  have 
the  entire  cast  of  200  presenting 
a medley  of  American  fad 
dances.

TEACHER  OF  YEAR 

In  June,  1966,  Miss  Lee  w'as  named 
“National  Teacher  of  the  Year”  by  the 
Teacher  Remembrance  Day  Foundation  in 
Los  Angeles.  A month  earlier  she  had  been 
given  the  Abraham  0.  Smoot  Public  Service 
Award  at  commencement  exercises  at  BYU. 

Miss  Lee’s  interest  in  homes  for  boys 
came  about  during  her  teaching  years, 
when  a boy  she  was  teaching  was  expelled.

WE  ARE  PROMPTED 
Editor: 

The  answer  to  Monday’s  editor- 
ial contains  a number  of  misstate- 
ments of  fact  which  prompt  us  to 
make  the  following  statement. 

The  editorial  questioned  the  ad- 
visability of  endorsing  the  policy 
involved  on  the  basis  of  standard 
margins  of  comparison.  It  did 
not  question  the  financial  stand- 
ing of  the  company  as  the  ans- 
wer indicated. 

The  editorial  made  reference  to 
Best  Life  Insurance  (which  rates 
only  life  insurance  companies). 
The  answer  referred  to  Best's 
Manual  (which  rates  only  casual- 
ty companies  and  has  nothing  to 
do  with  life  insurance).  The  rat- 
ing given  in  the  answer  was  on 
a parent  organization  which  is 
viewed  for  investment  and  ac- 
counting purposes  as  a separate 
entity. 

The  answer  stated  that  the  uni- 
versity had  been  reimbursed  for 
all  mailing  expenses  but  it  failed 
to  answer  the  question  of  non-pro- 
fit rates  being  used.  Did  the  uni- 
versity collect  for  the  additional 
postage  due  and  was  the  postal 
service  properly  reimbursed? 

The  answer  weakly  admitted 
that  the  insurance  should  not 
have  been  advertised  under  uni- 
versity auspices  but  it  did  indi- 
cate that  a program  featuring  the 
“lowest  rate”  was  to  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  school.  What  criteria 
was  used?  Who  determined  the 
matter? 

Our  research  indicates  that 
several  companies,  including  Ben- 
efical  Life,  offer  programs  of  up 
to  39  per  cent  lower  net  cost  to 
the  insured  over  the  lifetime  of 
the  policy  and  include  many  ben- 
efits not  included  in  the  policy  in 
question.

A veteran  takes  his  experiences  as  a matter  of  fact  and 
laugh  about  it  later.  However,  for  the  new  young  soldier, 
year  in  Vietnam  is  a question  of  life  or  death.  Many  stories  h 
been  heard.  The  road  ahead  is  new,  exciting,  scary,  and  r >i 
of  all  — surprising.

“I  hate  to  see  it  end— it’s  been 
a great  experience  playing  ball 
here,”  remarked  Phil  Odle,  BYU’s 
great  split  end. 

Number  88  spoke  nostalgically 
as  he  climaxed  his  football  career 
with  the  Cougar  squad  Saturday 
in  a record  breaking  performance. 

RECORDS  FALL 

Odle  advanced  to  the  number 
two  spot  in  career  receptions  and 
third  place  in  yardage  gained  in 
the  National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  record  books. 

He  broke  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  reception  record  for  a 
season  by  running  his  total  to  77. 

For  the  third  time  in  his  career, 
Odle  caught  three  touchd  own 
passes  in  a game. 

His  conference  career  records 
for  passes  caught,  yardage  gained 
on  passes  caught  and  touchdown 
passes  caught  have  a healthy  place 
in  the  books  and  might  not  be 
broken  for  a while. 

Phil  also  broke  a career  scoring 
record  in  the  WAC.  His  25  touch- 


downs breaks  the  old  mark  of  18 
recorded  by  Virgil  Carter  in  his 
three  years  at  the  Cougar  signal- 
calling spot. 

Phil  was  given  an  extra  honor 
this  week  by  being  selected  WAC 
Lineman  of  the  Week  for  the  third 
time. 

Of  the  ten  passes  he  caught 
against  San  Jose,  one  stands  out  in 
his  mind  as  “the  most  satisfying.” 

That  was  the  fourth  pass,  which 
shot  him  into  the  number  two 
spot  on  the  NCAA  receivers  list.

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iDe  Gaulle  Stirs  Hornet's  NestI 


PARIS  (UPI)— Storms  of  protest 
against  French  President  Charles 
De  Gaulle  gathered  in  capitals 
from  Jerusalem  to  Ottawa  Tues- 
day. At  home  a leading  Paris 
newpaper  called  De  Gaulle  “a 
Machiavellian  genius  with  an  in- 
satiable lust  for  power.” 

It  appeared  almost  everyone 
was  mad  at  De  Gaulle. 

Prime  Minister  Lester  B.  Pear- 
son termed  the  French  Presi- 
dent's encouragement  of  separatist 
leanings  in  the  province  of  Que- 
bec “intolerable”  interference  in 
Canadian  internal  affairs. 

PEARSON  'AROUSED' 

The  future  of  the  Canadian  Con- 
federation, the  aroused  Pearson 
told  the  House  of  Commons,  will 
be  decided  “for  Canada,  in  Can- 


In  London,  Prime  Minister  Har- 
old Wilson  refused  to  withdraw 
Britain’s  bid  to  join  the  European 
Common  Market  d e s p i te  De 
Gaulle’s  latest  veto. 


He  told  Parliament  the  bid  was 
made  to  all  six  Common  Market 
countries  and  it  will  be  up  to  their 
council  of  ministers  at  their  next 
meeting  in  Brussels  in  December 
to  decide  on  an  answer  to  Britain. 

OFFENDS  ALLIES 
The  French  president  managed 
to  offend  nearly  all  of  France’s 
allies  at  a news  conference  Mon- 
day when  he  blamed  the  United 
States  for  the  Vietnam  war  and 
Israel  for  the  Middle  East  war; 
vetoed  Britain’s  bid  for  the  Com- 
mon Market  without  mentioning 
the  other  five  market  members; 
called  for  Quebec’s  independence 
from  Canada;  attacked  the  Ameri- 
can dollar,  and  called  for  a re- 
turn to  the  gold  standard. 

NEWSPAPERS  CRITICAL 
But  perhaps  the  sharpest  crit- 
icism at  De  Gaulle  came  in  Paris. 
The  influential  newspaper  Le  Mon- 
de said  De  Gaulle  was  a “Mach- 
iavellian genius  with  an  insatiable 


lust  for  power.”  It  also  accused 
him  of  “anti-semitism.” 

Other  French  newspapers  from 
the  right  to  the  left  in  a political 
shadings  levelled  critism  at  De 
Gualle.  Le  Figaro  said  his  criti- 
cism of  American  involvement  in 
Vietnam  was  unfair. 

De  Gaulle,  as  usual,  ignored  crit- 
icism. He  met  Visiting  Uruguayan 
Foreign  Minister  Hector  Luisi 
Tuesday.
